WASHI^GTOy. 

Estimates fcr the Cotton and Corn Crops. 

Washikgton, December 11. — ^The season 
for cotton picking since the occurrence of 
frosts^ in gathering , the bottom crop, 
has been quite favorable. The local esti- 
mates of the aggregate product are not di- 
minished, and the tone of general comment 
is comparatively hopeful.- The indications 
of the December returns favora reduction 
of about IS per cent, from the crop of last 
year. The percentage of that crop is now 
indicated for the‘‘hafyest of 1883 is as fol- 
lows; Virginia, 75; North Carolina, 87^ 
t>outh Carolina, 7U; Florida, 95; Georgia, 
82; Alabama, 84; Mississippi, 88; Louis- 
iana, 92; Te^cAs, 9U; Artcansas, 83; Tennes- 
see, 102. This report points to a crop of 
about 6,000,000 bales. It is .possible the 
cotton movement of the year may pass 
that limit. The returns of the corn pro- 
duction are more conservative than in Oc- 
tober-. November, from injury to soft 
corn by the warm, moist .weather, north of 
the fortieth paralleL Corn that has been 
cribbed is in a worse condition than for 
many years, and the proportion of un- 
merchantable oorn is therefore large. The 
final estimate of the quantity produced will 
fall a few millions snort of the indications 
of previous returns, or twenty-three bush- 
els per acre. The wheat aggregate slightly 
exceeds 400,009,000 bushels. The oat crop 
is about 4 per cent, larger than last year, 
and ejfOeeda. 500,000,000 bushels. The yield 
of rye and barley is. a little less than .82, 
and bucka'heat is reduced more than one- 
third. 

Oscar Wilde’s Picture. 

W ASHINOTON,. December 13. — The case of 
the Burow-Giies Lithographic Company 
against Napoleon Sarony was argued 
the Tlqired States Supreme Court this- 
afteruoon. It relates to the photograph of 
Oscar W ilde, the apostle of sesthetic cul- 
ture, and involves the question whether 
the copyright actsi ’ in so far as they 
grant protection to photographs, are con- 
stitutional. Counsel for Sarony argued 
that the latter had “invented’’ the picture 
in controversy ; that is, “had posed Oscar 
Wilde before the camera, selected his cos- 
tume, as well as the draperies and other 
accessories, arranged said Oscar Wilde in 
a graceful position, and suggested and 
evoked the desired pleasing expression.” 
This, counsel maintained, made Sarony the 
author or inventor, not of the subject of the 
picture, it was true, but of the picture it- 
self. Coimsel for the litbograpning com- 
pany, however, contended that Sarony had 
not produced or invented Oscar Wilde, but 
merely arranged him — that is, newly ar- 
ranged sometning already extant. If this 
was invention, Sarony had mistaken the 
remedy. He should have taken out a pat-> 
ent instead of a copyright. To obtain a 
copyright the person claiming protection 
must be the auihor of a visible article on 
which the copyright is granted. Sarony was 
not the creator of Oscar Wilde, and the 
photograph was not such an original as 
could be copyrighted. • All the photo- 
grapher did was to put IJ’ilde in a particu- 
lar suit of clothes, have him cross his legs 
in a particular fashion, and put his hand 
on his hip. This work was not the work of 
an author, and Sarony was not entitled, 
counsel niaiutajued, to copyright protec- 
tiou. '• ' 

Notes. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, to 
complete the record. Captain Ewell P. 
Drake, Eleventh Obio Cavalry, is mustered 
out and honorably discharged, to date Sep- 
tember 8, 18G(J, the date to which he w-as 
properly retained in service. 

The total value of the forest product of 
the United States for the census year is es- 
timated at $70Q, 000,000 ; in other words, the 
forest products exceed the value of our 
crops of hay, rj'e, oats, barley, buckwheat, 
potatoes, and tobacco taken together. They 
amount to ten times the value of the gold 
and silver of which we make so much ac- 
count,'aud to more than three times the 
value of j^e precious metals and coal and 
other minerals combined. 

The Postmaster General has directed 
Postmasters to exchange for the public, as 
applications are made, three and six-cent 
denominations of postage-stamps and 
stamped envelopes for others of different 
denominations, the stamped envelopes to 
be exchanged at their full current rate. 
Stamped envelopes bearing printed cards 
and special request, as well as ordinary 
stamped envelopes, will be exchanged, also 
stamped envelopes that bear printea ad- 
dress. . 

One thousand one hundred and twenty 
blocks of marble, containing 27,718 cubic 
feet, and-4W blocks of granite, containing 
14,438 cubic feet, were built into the VVash- 
ington Monument during the past working 
season. 

DOMESTIC. 

Daring Work of Masked Burglars in St. 
Louis. 

St. Louis, December 12. — There is great 
Indignation here over tbe doings of a band, 
of masked burglars and thieves, who last 
night took possession of the North End, and, 
with pistols flourishing, perpetrated no less 
than five daring robberies. Their methods 
were open robbery, accompanied with force 
and violence. Weapons were used, and 
the scoundrels were not at all slow nor un- 
willing 'to sh6d blood if the slight- 
est resistance was offered. Only a lew 
days ago a saloon opposite the west gate 
of Belle fountaine Cemetery was robbed. 
All the .visitors were made the victims, as 
well as the proprietor, the raiders display- 
ing their pistols and threatening to kill in 
true “James boys” style. No clue to the 
gang was discovered, and nothing further 
was heard of this nature until last night. 
Then John Neiss’ saloon. No. 903 
Fourth ' -street, was entered by three 
masked men, who fired at the bartender, 
and then stole all the money in the place. 
Five other establishments were entered 
and robbed in the same way. At John Kell- 
man’s corner of Sixteenth street and Cass 
avenue, the gang saw Kellman close his 
place and then enter an out bouse in)theyard. 
Sc arcely had he done so when two men leap- 
ed troifi behind a shed and each of them pre- 
sented |k pistol at him through the' door. 
He says the barrels shone like silver in the 
moonlight. Mr. Kellman closed the door 
and shoots loudly for the police. The 
ttec ran away and’ he saw them no more. 
They caught a butcher in the act of 
closing his place, and made him throw up 
his hands, and then turned his pockets in- 
side out,, The robbers are described to ^ 
about five feet six inches in height, wear- 
ing stiff hats and none of them seemed to 
be over twenty-three years of .age. A41 
last night and this morning the police and 
the special officers were busy on the case. 

Turuing a Foundation into a Mine. 

Las Vmas, New MEXico,December 11.— 
This morming in digging the foundation 
for the Asw Court-house, the laborers, old 
miners^ saw symptoms of “pay dirt.” 
They immediately gave it a trial, which 
resulted in strikiag it rich. There is great 
excitement in town, and everybody is 
•taking off claims. 



New York, December 13. — Death, this 
.morning, relieved the divorced wife of ex- 
Senator Christiancy of all the trouble 
which followed her short but brilliant mar- 
ried life. After her comparatively aged 
husband obtained a divorce' from her, 
the young wife naturally be- 
came a prey to melancholia, 
quite as much from the change in her 
circumstances as from the loss of social 
standing from which she suffered. There 
were, however, friends of her single days 
who still retained their regard for the wom- 
an they believed to have been wronged. 
Among her schoolmates was a married lady 
who lives at No. 23 Schennerhorn street, 
Brooklyn. Mrs. Christiancy arrived there 
ei^ht weeks ago, and was introduced as 
Miss Lizzie Ingbee, her maiden name, so 
as to avoid notoriety. Mrs. Dr. Duple, in 
whose home Mrs.' Christiancy was stop- 
ping, soon discovered that she was a victim 
to chloral, and suffered dreadfully from 
insomnia,., at times from nausea. Dr. 
Ddpie was not called upon to treat her 
lodger professionally, but in friendly asso- 
ciation with her discovered that her 
lodger was not a single .woman, and 
finally that she was the divorced 
wife of ex-Senator Christiancy. About 
three weeks ago the' unfortunate 'woman 
began to suffer severely with her eyes, so 
much so indeed that the room that she 
occupied had to be darkened. “ I’m a per- 
secuted woman,” she said, ** for God’s sake 
don’t turn me out of this house.” 

Dr. Dupie’s assurance that she could re- 
main beneath his roof quieted her for a 
time. Last Monday morning Mrs, Chrts- 
tiancy left her room, clad only in her 
night dress, and, reaching the door of Dr. 
Dupie’s sleeping apartment, knocked for 
admission. “I am being hunted down,” 
the poor wontan cried in agony; “won’t 
you protect me?” “You ore safe here,”* 
the Doctor replied. “Would you not like 
to see your parents?” “I would indeed,” 
the excited lady answered. ‘‘I think 
I will write for them to come on.” 
Her parents arrived from Washington 
to-day, but came too late, however, to 
see their daughter who died a raving mani- 
ac. A post-mortem was made to ascer- 
tain whether or not she committed suicide, 
as a bottle of chloral was found upon the 
mahtlepiece of her room. The examina- 
tion disclosed that the immediate cause 
was Bright’s disease. ^ 

A Brutal Murder in Maine. 

Portland, Me., December 13. — Lewis E. 
Hopkins, “Slim’ Jim,” and Ren Turner 
were on a spree last night, and killed “Old 
Joe,” an Indian, and then assaulted his 
wife. Jhe assailants ■were arrested. The 
house where the murder occurred ■was 
occupied by Old Joe and another Indian 
named Nicolas Carter, and Sewall 
Plummer, owner of the house. The mur- 
derers, Hopkius and Turner, passed 
thro'Ugh old Joe’s room to the kitchen, 
where they found Plummer and the In- 
dian Nicolas and his wife and little girl. 
Hopkins’ first ■words were, “You’ve 
got , a good fire, but if you hadn’t I’d 
make it hot pretty quick.” Soon 
after Turner asked Plummer to drink, 
and both entered Plummer’s room. 
Nicolas succeeded in getting out of the 
room with his family, although Hopkins at- 
tempted to prevent them. IVfiile the drink- 
ing was going on “Old Joe” and his wife 
locked the bedroom door and went to bed, 
onlj’- to be dragged forth again by the mur- 
derers, who, aher drinking, burst in the 
door, seized“01d Joe’s” wife, and threw her 
on a bed in the kitchen, where she was 
ravished bv Turner, while Hopkins at- 
tacked “Old Joe,” who tried to defend his 
wife’s honor. Hopkins struck the Indian 
a blow on the temple, knocking him down 
and jumped on his head, sinking the nails 
of his heavy boots deep into the Indian’s 
face. He then ravished the woman. 
After accomplishing their purpose 
the murderers went up stairs 
and attempted to enter the room 
occupied by Garter and his family 
Carter told them they could not enter. 
They tried to force the door. Carter then 
opened the window, and by the aid of the 
water spout got his family safely out of the 
house and came to the village and notified 
the officers. The arrest followed. The 
verdict of the Coroner’s Jury was that 
Joseph Dennis came to his death at the 
hands of Louis E. Hopkins, Lorenzo H. 
Turner being accessory to the murder. 

Chicago Gets the Convection. 

W ASHiNGTON, December 12. — The parlors 
and corridors of the Arlington were filled 
this morning with members of the National 
Republican Committee and delegations of 
the various States. The Committee was 
called’to order at 12 o’clock, and Senator 
Sabin, of Wisconsin, was chosen as 
chairman. Mr. Elkins offered the 
resolutions, which ■were adopted 
by a rising vote, of respect 
to the memory of ex-Governor Marshall 
Jewell, late chairman of the committee. A 
motion fixing the time of holding the next 
convention on Tuesday, June 3, 1884, was 
agreed to, and a call issued to that effect. 
Chicago was selected on the third ballot as 
the best city in which to hold the conven- 
tion. 

A Crhnk Proposes for Miss Moilie Garfield 

St. Louis, December 12.— The man who 
called upon the widow of Garfield and 
wanted to marry her daughter is the E. R, 
Buckland who, two weeks since, made the 
matrimonial attack on General Sherman’s 
household in this city. He 'was ar- 
rested here, but after it was proven that 
he was a harmless crank, who had paid 
similar visits to General Logan and other 
prominent men, he was discharged from 
custody. He •«ent from here direct to 
Cleveland, but not without telling the St. 
Louis authorities that he was going tljere 
to marry Miss. Garfield. They thought at 
the time the fellow was jesting, and never 
believed that he would fulfill his promise. 

Railroad Accident. 

Savanna, Ga., December 13. — The c|bwi 
night passenger train came in collision 
with an np freight near the ninety-two 
mile post, on the Central Railroad of 
Georgia early this morning, and both 
trains were wrecked. J. F. Wilson, of 
Davisboro, Ga., was killed; A. H. and S. 
C. Stephens, of Bartow. Ga., badly wound- 
ed; Fanny Freeman (colored), of Milledge- 
ville, leg broken, and fireman Mike Falvey 
was badly injured. 

A Wronged Woman’s De|pair and Suicide. 

New York, December 13. — Miss R. E. 
Keiser, thirty year* old, of Utica, N. Y., 
committed suicide in the Windsor Hotel 
to-night. Previous to the discovery of the 
suicide, at 6 o’clock this evening, the hotel 
detective beard loud voices of per- 
sons quarreling in the room of 
George W. Dunn, a broker, of 
Na 72 Broadway, staying at the Windsor 
Hbtel with hie wife.

FrMk Jane* Released and Rearrested. 

Kansas City, Mo., December 13.— Frank 
James was released on $3,(X)0 bail at 3 
o’clock this afternoon, and immediately 
rearrested on the charge of killing Cashier 
Sheets, at Gallatin, in 1868. James, will 
be taken to Gallatin to-morrow. It is con- 
sidered doubtful whether he will be admit- 
ted to bail on this charge of murder. Offi- 
cers were present to-d^ waiting to arrest 
him for stopping the United States mail, 
for robbing a United States paymaster at 
Mussel Shoals, Ala., and for the Northfield 
Bank robbery in Minnesota. 

A Man Cried “Fire” in a Theater. 

Chicago, December 12. — An intoxicated 
individual in the gallery .of the Academy 
of Music last night set up a cry of “Fire,” 
and the large audience surgen toward 
the exit doors in consequence. 
The manager had the exit.s un the 
main floor closed, and by kis efforts and 
those on the stage succeeded in reassuring 
the audience. The galleries were emptied 
without any serious mishap occurring. 
The man who raised the disturbance is un- 
der arrest. 

A Rich Gold Find in the Rockies. 

Ottawa, December 13. — Advices are re- 
ceived showing a large gold find discov- 
ered in the Rocky Mountains one mile 
north of Podmore. The find is reported an 
immense bonanza. The surface find is cop- 
p>er, assaying sixty pounds per ton, and 
under that is gold. 

A Monopolist in Sweetness.' 

San Francisco, December 12. — The ru- 
mor that Claus Spreckels had cornered the 
entire Hawaiian sugar production is con- 
firmed. The quantity is estimated at 
80,000,000 pounds, sufficient to enable him 
to control the sugar trade of the coast.

The Franco-Chinese Trouble. 

London, December 11. — The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Times says: “After the 
vote yesterday on the Tonqnin credits bill 
China must abandon all hope of France re- 
treating. The time has come for neutral 
powers to dispel the illusions of the Chi- 
nese and to urge upon China the necessity 
of conciliatior. 

Paris, D^ember 11. — According to the 
latest news from China the father of the 
Emperor, the head of the war party, has 
assumed direction of the Tonquin affairs 
by virtue of an imperial decree, thus virtu- 
ally deposing the viceroy and the presi- 
dent of the Tsung Li Yamen. The deputies 
have adopted the budget of the ministry of 
war. It is believed Admiral Courbet has 
begun active operations. 

Hong Kong, December 12. — Every prep- 
aration is being made iu Canton to place 
the city in a defensible condition. Yes- 
terday the Viceroy, ■with the Imperial Com- 
missioner, Pang, equipped five gunboats 
to make a thorough inspection of the forts 
and torpedo lines. He will return on 
Friday. 

Paris, December 12. — Admiral Courbet 
■will soon ask China to renew negotiations, 
the military position in Tonquin to remain 
meantime undisturbed. If the negotia- 
tions are declined the Admiral will seize 
Bacninh, Sontay and Hunghoa, and again 
appeal for a peaceful settlement. A sec- 
ond refusal will be followed bj the seizure 
of a main port, other than Shanghai or 
Canton, owing to unwillingness to offend 
other powers. 

Paris, December 13. — It is reported that 
a revolution has taken place in Hue, and 
that the king of Anam has been killed. An- 
other report says he was poisoned by the 
anti-French part^-. There are rumors in 
Hong Kong of a fresh declaration of war 
by Anam against France. Hai-Phong is 
strongly fortified by the French, palisades 
and blockhouses being erected. 

London, December 18. — A Hanoi dispatch 
of the 5th confirms the report of the break- 
ing out of a revolution at Hue, and the poi- 
soning of King Hipemah. The new king of 
Anam is Tiepboa. The influence of the 
anti-French mandarins is paramount at 
Hue, and war against France is proclaimed. 
The French force in charge of Hue is insuffi- 
cient to meet the new danger, and rein- 
forcements are necessary. 

Great Storms Reported Throughout Great 
Britain. 

London, December 12. — Violent gales 
prevailed throughout England last even- 
ing, with much damage in London and the 
provinces. Much property has been de- 
stroyed on land and sea, and many iives 
lost. Huge trees were torn up and carried 
away. The low lying districts of Birming- ! 
ham were flooded. The Leice.ster car- 
riage works were destroyed. At Birken- 
head great damage was done. The chief 
officer of a steamer just arrived from Glas- 
gow was killed. At Liverpool cabs were 
overturned and many buildings damaged. 
At Lincoln the parapet of the tower of the 
cathedral was blown down. A ship 
was blown from its moorings in 
Belfast Harbor. At South Shields 
vessels broke adrift and three 
wherries were sunk. The British ship 
Liverpool, from Quebec for Greenock, is a 
total wreck hear Stranraer, Scotland, only 
a man and a boy saved from the crew. 
Two persons were killed at Hull and several 
injured. A portion of Portsmouth wa» 
flooded. At Hartlepool many ships were 
damaged. At Birmingham two persons 
were killed and a numlier injured. Three 
were killed at Manchester. At Dewsbury 
three were killed. At Chester a ni^n was 
blown down in the street and killed. 
Two persons were killed at Liv^pool. A 
portion of the roof of St. Mary’s Church, at 
Berwick, was destroyed. Several houses 
in the suburbs of Nottingham were 
blown down. At Kidwick a gasome- 
ter was demolished. The postal 
teleCTaph inspector was cut in half at 
Leeds. At Bradford the monuments in 
Undefcliff Cemetery and a portion of the 
'depot of the Midland Railway were blown 
down. Several vessels docked in the Mer- 
sey were damaged. Two vessels w-ere 
wrecked at Dunure, Scotland, and two men 
drowned. The lowlands in West Lanca- 
shire and Garstang District were flooded. 
At Glasgow the damage to property was 
very great. 

Notes, 

A vessel contejiuijig twenty pounds of 
gunpowder with a fuse lying near, was 
found at Limerick a few nights ago. A 
man named ^Jaiwey was arrested an suspi- 
cion of having it in charge. 

At Moscow an immense throng of poor 
people gathered before the house of a mer- 
chant lately deceased, to receive the money 
usually distributed at the demise of a 
wealthy person. The pressure was so grea 
that several persons were crushed to death 
and four severely injured. 

A Belgrade dispatch ^of the 12th says : 
Exchange reports have been published 
with regard to the numl>er of executions as 
the results of the suppression of the recent 
revolt. * The total number is only eighteen 
— four priests, four merchants, a school- 
master and nine peasants. All these were 
taken red-handed. Several were executed 
for shooting peasants who refused to join 
the rei'oit*

New ObuUINS, December 14. — Primary 
elections fof delegates to the Democratic 
State nominating convention were held 
throughout the city. The contest in the 
Seventh Ward was regarded as close, and 
much ill feeling was- shown, which culmi- 
nated this afternoon in a terrible trag- 
edy at the poll, corner of Monroe and St. 
Bernard streets. It appears that a man, 
name unknown, came up to vote and was 
challenged. Captain Fostier and brother, 
it is stated, tried to get the man from in 
front of the poll, but the man ■w^as finally 
knocked down, or fell down. A shot 
was then fired, which seemed to be 
a signal, as the firing immediately became 
general. The g;reatest excitement pre- 
vailed, the police being powerless against 
the combatants. W'hen the shooting 
ceased, it was found that Captain Michael 
J. Fostier, a prominent Ogden champion, 
■was mortally wounded. He was removed 
to his residence, where he expired in a few 
minutes. He leaves a wife and three 
children. Festier was well known as com- 
mander of a battery in the com- 
petitive drills at Nashville, Indian- 
apolis and other points. Gus. Renaud,; 
Superintendent of the streets in the Sev- 
enth Ward under Commission«r Fitzpat- 
rick, was picked up in an unconscious 
condition and taken to the Fifth 
Precinct Station, where he died in a little 
while. Four wounds were found on his 
body. He leaves a wife and one child. 
Edward Masson, a deputy constable, 
received three balls in the leg, 
which severed an artery, and he 
survived but a short time. He 
leaves a wife and twa children. The fol- 
lowing named were wounded: Sheriff Rob- 
ert Brewster, a bullet in the leg; John Bres- 
ter, shot in the side, a dangerous wound. 
Gus Peardeon, Mike Early and Peter Bran- 
non received ■w’ounds with blunt instru- 
ments. John Dominick was also wounded 
in the leg, Chas. Fazio, David' Krackerman, 
George Tirado, John Astredo andCbas. 
Flacho are also reported wounded. After 
the shooting Sheriff Robert Brewster and 
Deputies John Dominick, Dan Glous, and 
Mike Early,who had pistols in their hands, 
surrenderea to the police and •were lockeii 
np. They refuse to make any statement. 
It is stated that forty or fifty shots were 
fired. There was a large crowd about the 
polls at the time. 

More Swindling of Pension Applicants. 

Washington, December 14. — Recently 
the Commissioner of Pensions caused the 
arrest of Dr. Azel Ames, of Boston, on a 
charge of defrauding pensioners. Ames 
was the President of the Board of Exam- 
ining Surgeons, and is highly connected. 
His case is the first one of the kind 
brought to notice. The pension oflice 
has discovered thieving pension agents, 
dishonest clerks, and fraudulent pension- 
ers, but before Ames] was found ^out the 
boards of examining surgeons have been 
above reproach. Ames is the President 
of a company called the Eagle Odorless 
Evacuating (Company. Just before an ap- 
plicant tor a pension was about to receive 
his money, Ames would go to him and saj': 
“I would like to have you take some 
stock in our company. It pays twenty per 
cent, and is a good investment. ^mith 
took some stock the other day, and his pen- 
sion was allowed the next daj'.” Under 
such inducements the unfortunate victim 
generally took some stock. The extent of 
the Eagle Odorless Company’s swindling’ 
is up in the thousands. When arrested,' 
Ames denied that his company was a fraud, 
and says that be had given advice: 
to the pensioners to purchase stock,' 
believing it to be a legitimate 
investment. The fallacy of this 
statement was discovered to-day. In 
looking up the records the Commissioner 
found that an injunction bad been made re- 
straining the company from continuing 
business, by reason ‘of its fraudulent char- 
acter. This injunction was sustained by 
the Attorney General of Massachusetts, 
three years ago, and has never been re- 
versed. The Commissioner has a clear case 
against Ames, and it is said that the rigid 
investigation that is to be made will in- 
volve many prominent people of the Hub. 

Burning of the Steamboat Joeie Harry. 

Memphis, Tenn., December 14. — The 
steamer Josie Harry, en route from White 
R iver to this port,burned this afternoon at 
Reeve’s Landing, fifteen miles below here. 
Her cargo consisted of six hundred bales 
of cotton and a quantity of cotton seed, 
which, together with the steamer, were to- 
tally destroyed. The fire had its 
origin on the starboard side, abreast 
of the boilers, among some cot- 
ton bales. Captain Milt Harry at once 
marshaled his entire force and fought the 
fire, without effect; aud, seeing the danger 
which threatened the passengers|and crew, 
ordered the steamer landed, which was^ 
done and all escaped. The boatiurned to the 
water’s edge. 5She was valued at $30,000, i 
and was owned exclusively by Captain', 
Milt R. Harry. The insurance is| unknown.* 
The money in the desk was saved, but the' 
safe was lost. 

Rioting Between Italians and Negroes. 

Pittsburg, December 14. — A serious riot; 
took place last night at the Blue Mountain- 
Tunnel, near here, between] Italian and^ 
negro laborers. During the night two of 
the latter broke into a shanty containing 
provisions and were discovered. An. 
alarm was given and about 1<X) Italians at-> 
tacked the negroes with shotguns and 
pistols. The negroes being un-’ 
armed, returned the assault with clubs and 
stones, but were finally forced to seek shel-i 
ter after four of their iiunilier were wound- 
ed, one of these fatally, and the other three 
quite seriously injured, but will probablyi 
recover, although their bodies are filled' 
with shot. This morning the rioting was’ 
renewed, and the negroes driven away.' 
Everything is now quiet, and no further 
trouble is apprehended. 

Mrs. Goodwin Caught at Last. 

Easton, Pa., December 14. — Mrs. J. C. 
Goodwin, wanted at Wheeling, W.Va.,and 
other cities for swindling girls she engaged 
to learn the art of dressmaking, was con- 
victed of defrauding a hot^ proprietor. 
She will also be tried here for larcenv and 
obtaining money by false pretense. She is 
wanted by the Government for an illegal 
use of the mail. Massachusetts also claims 
her. 



— One of the most remarkable cases 
of suicide that have occurred of late 
years is recorded in* a Sau Francisco 
paper. Miss Dolly St. Clair, aged four- 
teen, preferred a youngman’s company 
to eating, and it was two hours after 
the regiHar dinner time when she made 
her appearance at the table. Her father 
first scolded her and finally thrashed 
her, whereupon the young miss walked 
to another part of the house, took a re- 
volver from a bureau drawer and shot 
herself, inflicting injuries which at last 
accounts would undoubtedly prove fa* 
tal.— CAico^o Herald, 



First Session. 

Washington, December 11.— Senate— M r. 
Anthony entered the chamber immediately af- 
ter the reading of the journal, anxl took the 
oath. The Chair laid befoi^ the Senate let- 
ters from the Secretary of War transmitting 
the report of the Chief of Ordnance In regard 
to the tests In iron and steels; in regard to ex- 
penditures at Springfield Armory; furnishing 
information as to the necessity of oontin- 
ulng work at Rock Island Arsenal, 
and recommending an appropriation of 
f 11,000 there; for transmitting a report relat- 
ing to a ship canal between Chesapeake and 
Delaware Bays. The Senate confirmed Walter 
Q. Grisham as Postmaster General. The Pres- 
ident sent a laTge number of nominations to 
the Senate,mostly recess appointments, among 
them being Walter Evans as Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, and Benjamin Bwtterworth 
as Commissioner of Patents. Adjourned. 

House— The Speaker feeling indisposed, Mr. 
Cox, of New York, occupied the Chair. Among 
the bills introduced were the following: By 

Mr. lAcy— To establish a Postal Saving Depart- 
ment. By Mr. Muldrow-To enlarge the powers 
and duties of the Department of Agriculture. 
By Mr. Haten— To establish a Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industrj', to prevent the importation of 
diseased cattle and the spread of contagious 
diseases among domestic ariimals ; also, to al- 
lo%v farmers and planters to sell leaf tobacco 
of their own production to other than manu- 
facturers without special tax. By Mr. ’Valen- 
tine — To compel the payment by the Union 
Pacific Railroad of the cost of surveying and 
selecting certain lands grunted it. By Mr. 
Robinson, of New York— A resolution 
of inquiry calling upon the Secretary of the 
Interior for information concerning the pur- 
chase of public lands by foreign noblemen, so 
called, and titled aliens, with their names and 
amount of acres purchased. 

Washington, December 13.— Senate— Mr. 
Van Wyck offered resolutions calling on the 
Secretary of the Treasury for copies of all 
vouchers of items of expense for special 
or assistant attorneys and detectives, 
with the names of the parties since 
March 4, 1883, except such period as has been 
covered by information already furnished the 
Tenate. The Senate took up and discussed the 
resolution offered yesterday by Mr. Beck, di- 
recting the Secretary of the Treasury to fur- 
nish information concerning the sinking fund. 
Mr. Wilson called up his joint resolution pro-, 
posing an amendment to the eo-nstitution rela- 
tive to the civil rights of citizens, and moved 
its reference to the committee on judiciary. 
The resolution proposes the following article, 
16: “Congress shall have power by api>rouriate 
legislation to protect citizens of tne I’nited 
States in the exercise and enjoyment of their 
rights, privileges, immunities, and assure > 
them of the equal protection of the law.” Mr. 
Wilson addressed the Senate in support of his 
resolutions. It was then referred to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. Adjourned. 

House. — The following is the text of 
the joint resolution introduced by Rep- 
resentative Townsend in regard to the tre- 
tion of Germany concerning American hog 
products: “Whereas, The government 

of the German Empire has seen 
fit to prohibit the impoi-tation 

of American nog products, upon the unproven 
assumption that they are deleterious to the 
public health. Whereas, Said government of 
the German Empire has declined an 
invitation to send its own experts to 
this country for the purpose of 

examining the quality and manner of mar- 
keting hog pnKlucts; and Whereas, It 
appears from the proceedings of said govern- 
ment the same has. or claims to have, full 
authority to prohibit the importation of any 
foreign goods by it, believed to be in- 
jurious to health, without the assent of the 
reichstag. Therefore, be it Remh'ed, by the 
Senate and House of Representatives that the 
President be and is hereby authorized during 
the recess of Congress to prohibit tbo impor- 
tation of any goods, which, upon advice of ex- 
perts, he shall hold to be injurious to health, 
from those eountiies which, upon the samp 
ground, prohibit the importation of American 
products. 

Washington, December 13.— Senate— Mr. 
Rudolph introduced a bill for the admission 
Into the Union of the State of Washington. It 
provides for the admission of Washington 
Territory and a portion of Idaho. Mr. Mor- 
rill introcluced a bill to provide a commission 
for the liquor traffic. It is the same bill which 
passed the Senate at the last session, but fail- 
ed in the House. The Senate, on 
motion of Mr. Fiye, took up consider- 
ation of the report of the committee on 
rules and procecHied toconsider the new rules 
seriatim. The lirst proposed rule reads as fol- 
lows: First— In the absence of the Vice-Presi- 
dent Senate shall choose a President pro 
tem. ..KHJond— In the absence of the Vice- 
President, and pending an election of a Presi- 
dent pro tempore, the Secretary of the Sen- 
ate, or in his abrcnce the chief clerk, shall 
p^erfonn the duties of the chair. 

Third— The President pro temixire shall 
have the right to name in open Senate, or if 
absent in writing, a Senator to perform the 
duties of the chairtaqd the Senator designat- 
ed may discharge such outles for a 

period not exceeding three days, 

unless the senate otherwise order. 

Mr. Garland moved to amend the new rule, 
striking out the three day limitation, and In- 
serting instead, “But such substitution shall 
not extend beyond an adjournment.” which is 
the provisions at present in force. He opixis- 
ed allowing a longer time than the actual sit- 
ting of the Stmate for a delegated power. The 
discussion was continued by Messrs. Mor- 
gan, Hoar and others. iTie amendment offer- 
e<lbyMr. Garland was lost by yeas 24 to nays 
29— all the Democrats voting for and all the 
Republicans egalnst it. After an execuLve 
ses^^ion the Senate adjourned until Monday. 

Washington, December 14. — House— Mr. 
Hoblitzell introduced a joint resolution urg- 
ing the various religious denomiuations of 
the country to commemorate December 23, 
1883, the one hundreth anniversary of the sur- 
render of George Washington of his commis- 
sion as commander in chief of the 
army, and to request that business be 
suspended on Monday, December 24, and the 

samo to be treated as a public holiday. Re- 
ferred to a special committee. Mr. Horr ask- 
ed leave to offer a resolution that the House 
bring to the notice of the President the cases 
of the recent murder of several persons, al- 
legtKl citizens of the United States, and seri- 
ous injury to several of her iiersons, also al- 
leged citizens of the United States, at Dan- 
ville, Va., in hope that the President will ascer- 
tain whether the persons murdered or injured 
were citizens of the United States, if so, wheth- 
er the killing aud injuring of such citizens, if 
there were such, were in contravention of the 
provisions of the municipal law of the State of 
Virginia or any law of the United StaU-s. Mr. 
Morrison obji*ctetl for the prt'sent, saying 
that the President knew as much about the 
matter as Congress did. Mr. Cabell said 
tliat as a representative of the people, 
assailed by the i-esolution, he was sorry objec- 
tion had be<*n made. He was willing to have 
the fullest investigation of the matter. The 
Comiiiittee on Rules was annouuced as fol- 
lows: The Speaker, Messrs. Blackburn, Ran- 
dall, Keifer and Re<Hl. Hr. Washburn intro- 
duced a bill providing for the removal of 
obstructions to the free navigation of nav- 
igable waters of the United States. Referred. 
Mr. Cox, of New York, aske<l leave to intro- 
duce for immediate consideration a joint reso- 
lution to repeal the test oath. Mr. Hoar ob- 
jected. A number of executiv-e communica- 
tions were laid before the House and appro- 
priately i-eferred. At 12:1.5 p. m. the House 
adjourned to Monday. Among the leaves of 
absence granted was one to Mr. George D. 
Robinson, of Massachusetts, who was granted 
au indefinite leave.

Keataeky’a Deaf Kate*. 

' The Superintendent of the Institution for 
the Education of Deaf Mutes in Kentucky, 
has sent his annual report to Governor 
Knott. The present attendance at the In- 
stitute is 131, of which number 74 are 
males and 67 are females. The *total re- 
ceipts from the State and sale of old ma- 
terial 'daring the year was $60,286, and 
the total disbursements was $67,011.88, 
leaving a deficit of $6,7'25.88. The Super- 
intendent, in discussing the question as to 
the admission ot colored mu tes to the In- 
stitution, says: “These questions 

are frequently put to us by inter- 
ested parties who seem quite anxious to ob- 
tain benefits for their children like those 
accorded the whites. To all such we can 
only reply that no provision has as yet 
been made, but that judging from the vote 
of the State placing the hearing colored 
children on a par with the white, we be 
lieve the time is not far distant when some 
action will be taken for the relief of color- 
ed mutes. Of coarse we cannot entertain 
for a moment the thought of placing them 
among the white children, as is the case in 
the States which join us on the north. This 
is practicable in our insane asylums, where 
the two races can be as much isolated as if 
they were in different sections of the State 
but not in our institutions where they 
would be compelled to ^lingle socially in 
every department. We might, however, 
follow the example of the States south of 
us, and establish an institution 

for their, exclusive use, Vherein 

though separate from the whites, they 
might enjoy the same privileges as to 
education. The institution might be put 
under the same Board of Coiuiuissioiiers 
and the same principal, and thus secure 
the benefit of the experience they have 
gained in managing the institution for the 
whites. The census returns sho'w that 
there are ninety-four colored deaf mutes 
in the State within the school age, half of 
whom would most likely accept an educa- 
tion if it were offered. If your Excellency, 
upon consideration, deems it proper to 
recommend an appropriation for the estab- 
lishment and support of an institution of 
this kind, it will be entirely agreeable 
to us to undertake its control.”

A VERY peculiar homicide occurred at 
the house of Ed. Clarke, four miles abovs 
Owensboro at 5 o’clock a few mornings 
ago. At the hour named a stranger enter- 
ed the house, arousing the inmates and act- 
ing in a very mysteiious manner. He sat 
down on the kitchen floor for a few mo- 
ments, andjthen, making his way to their 
bed-room, Attacked Clarke’s daughters 
with a large club. A young man named 
Joe Bumpers, who was spending the 
night at the house, came to the ladies’ as- 
sistance, and after wording off the blows 
with his arm, grasped a pistol from the 
mantle-piece and shot the man through the 
heart, killing him instantly. An inquest 
was held, but nothing could be learned of 
the man, who he was or where he came 
from. He was of rather good ap- 
pearance, and on his person was found a 
watch with M. W. on the case. A small 
amount of money and a picture of a young 
woman taken at ' Stockholm, Sweden. 
From his strange actions he was evidently 
insane. 

Investigating for the cause of a sudden 
failure of a fine cow to give milk, D. J. 
Phillips, of Warren County, discovered 
that a litter of pigs were sucking the cow 
regularly. She seemed to be devoted to 
the pigs, and separation from them 
was found to be the only method to stop 
this cheating of the calf. 

Deputy Sheriff Geo. W. McCormick 
and EUis Dean, of Montgomery County, 
succeeded a few nights ago in arresting 
Jas. Morrison, one Of the notorious Barnett 
gang of murderers 'who went to the house 
of Vaughn Helton, in Montgomery County 
one night last June, and brutally mur- 
dered him in the presence of his wife. 
John Barnett and seven o hers were arrest- 
ed for the crime, and one of the party, 
Mark Miller, turned State’s evftence and 
gave the whole thing away. Barnett and 
the other six were sentenced to the Peni- 
tentiary for life. 

The Adjutant General of Kentucky, John 
B. Castleman, has ordered a thorough in- 
spection of the State Guard. Officers hith- 
erto elected, but not examined as required 
by law, w*ill be examined as the respective 
companies are inspected, and no one w’ill be 
commissioned ■who is not qualified. Non- 
commissioned officers will also undergo a 
thorough examination in the School of the 
Soldier. 

David Hall and Joseph Wells, of 
Letcher County, a remote mountain county, 
became engaged in a difficulty, a short 
time since, when Hall drew his knife and 
stabbed Wells in the shoulder, breaking OS’ 
the blade at the handle. Wells got hia 
carbine, and going to Hall’s house he shot 
him, inflicting a mortal wound. The 
wound iufltcted on Wells is also thought to 
be fatal. 

A Boy named Lewis was seriously wound- 
ed at Nicholasville by the accidental dis- 
charge of a pistol which he, in a fit of 
anger, was loading to shoot his father with. 

A CUTTING affray took place in Cy iithiana, 
recently, betw-een J. M. Lowery and 
George Martin, in which Martin was cut 
several times about the face. They had 
been drinking together and began quarrel- 
ing. when Lowery jerked out his knife and 
inflicted two ugly wounds on Martin’s face, 
one across the nose, and the other on the 
side of his face. 

Mr. Charlton Morgan, Steward of th-s 
Eastern Kentucky Lunatic Asylum, was 
formally dismissed from that oflice by the 
Governor a few days ago. Mr. T. Logan 
Hooker, of Lexington, was appointed his 
successor.

^crgs and white of one; boil again gently 
tiir it thickens. This makes a delicious 
filling for tartlets or open tarts. — N, T. 
Herald. 

—Cider barrels, says the Fruit Orower^ 
can be easily cleaned by rinsing them 
n ith bisulphate of lime. This arrests 
fermentation. The bisulphate also be- 
comes changed into sulphate of lime 
(plaster), and stops up the pores of the 
wood, thus serving a double purpose. 

—When sheep are changed from pas- 
ture to dry food thev frequently suflFer 
from costiveness. I'o prevent this mix 
four ounces of sulphur with a pound of 
lard and place the mixture where they 
can have access to it at all times. For 
stubborn and long continued cases give 
an ounce of linseed oil. — Exchange. 

— For the sake of yarietv cook a fish 
in this way once in a while: Cut it in 

slices not more than two'inches thick, and 
let it cook slowly on the back of the 
stove until done in a soup or gravy 
made by boiling eneortwo small onions, 
sliced, in water, with salt, pepper, and 
a little parsley. Serve with drawn-but- 
ter gravy. — N. Y. Post. 

— A correspondent of the Bee Journal 
reminds youn^ apiarists that they must 
not expect to have a heavy increase in 
the number of swarms and a large crop 
of honey at the same time. Many base 
their pro.spects on the number of swarms 
the}’ possess, ignorant that excessive 
swarming so weakens the bees that they 
gather little surplus honey. 

— Foaming Sauce: One cupful of 

butter, two of powdered sugar, the 
whites of two eggs, and a fourth of a 
cup of boiling water. Beat the butter 
to a cream first, then stir in the sugar; 
now the whites of the eggs, unbeaten, 
one at a time. When ml is light and 
smooth, pour in the boiling water 
slowly. Stir until smooth and frothy, 
which will be in about two minutes if 
set into a bowl of hot water. For rich 
puddings . — Boston Post. 

— As a general thing the summer rea- 
son through horses can do more work 
than oxen, for this reason, if no other — 
they can stand the heat belter. Both 
are important on a considerable farm, 
and if the ox is found to be worth the 
most when age suspends labor, the 
horse will have made up the diftei*enco 
by the celerity of his movements, and 
the more diversified uses for which his 
labor has been made availab e. Both 
are good in their places, and no exten- 
sive farmer is properly equipped for 
business who is destitute of either. — 
Lewiston Journal. 

Men’s Clothing. 

Business suits for men have the three 
garments — coat, vest, and trousers — 
made from one piece of goods, such as 
the fine neat mixtures and indefinite 
cheeks of English clotii, or the rough 
suitings, Scotch Cheviots, and English 
homespuns. For fine mixed cloths the 
coat is the English cut-away to button | 
four buttons, or merely to button one 
button across the chest; the vest is cut 
ver}' high, and has a collar; and the 
trousers are medium tight-fitting. 
The taste this season is for brown and 
olive shades in business suits. For the 
rough Cheviots and homespun cloths a 
sack coat is preferred, and this may be 
either a double-breasted pea-jacket or 
a single-breasted close fitting sack. 
Very stylish sack suits are made of 
English all-wool rough cloth in small 
cheeks of gray and blue with some olive 
tints. Rough suits of blue or black 
ribbed Scotch cloth are made with a 
pea-jacket that has silk facing and wide 
braid on the edges. Very heavy pea- 
jackete to wear without overcoats are 
made single-breasted, with a velvet 
collar and velvet edges like binding. 

Dressy morning suits for paving calls, 
lunches, etc., have a four-button cut- 
away coat made of either black or blue 
English cloth in fine diagonals, or in tlie 
newer corkscrew twilled patterns. The 
vest of the same cloth is cut as high as 
the coat, so that scarcely any of the scarf 
is seen. The trousers have nam>w 
stripes of some cxid shade of brown or 
olive, or even of dark red threads on 
black or brown. 

Day dress suits for making visits, for 
church, afternoon receptions, and for 
day w’eddings for groom, ushers, and 
guests, have the Prince Albert frock- 
coat and vest made of black or blue 
diagonal or corkscrew cloth. This 
coat is of the length worn last year, and 
shorter than those previonsly worn; it 
shows only a trifle of the scarf when 
buttoned, and is finished with silk fac- 
ing and braid. The trousers are light, 
or else of dark gray or brown like those 
described above. A change from this 
adopted bv dressy men for afternoon 
wear is a frock suit with the three pieces 
miule of gray or brown diagonal cloth of 
the finest quality, finished with silk 
facing and stitched edges. 

Evening dress suits, not to be worn, 
in the daylight, but suitable for dinner 
parties, the opera, and all full-dress 
evening entertainments, are not changed 
in shape. The black swallow-tail dres.s- 
coat and low-cut vest are of west-of- 
England broadcloth, and the trousers 
are of black doeskin. The coat may 
have silk facings with stitched edges, 
or plain facings with corded edges. 
Some dress suits are being made of 
fine ribbed and corkscrew English 
cloths, but the best-dressed men prefer 
broadcloth and doeskin . — Harper s 
Bazar.

Cenale Dust. 

Apof. Kordenskjold impears to lisre 
found in the middle of Greenland noth- 
ing but ice, worms and cosmic dust. The 
ice was to have been expected. The 
worms were somewhat of a surprise, no 
doubt. But the cosmic dust is, in the 
language of the immortal Swivellcr, 
“an unmitigated staggerer,*’ This mys- 
terious matter was found, so we are told, 
in combination with common mundane 
dust, and the Professor, who will have his 
joke, named the compound kryokonite. 
He supposes that the common dust blew 
over the ic6 from some part of the earth 
where dost is possible; but the cosmical 
dost is said to be “metallic, ’’and presum- 
ably is easily distinguishable from the 
matter with which it is ri^Lxed. 

A quantity of it has been 
back for analysis by the Professor, but 
while awaiting the verdict of Science 
upon its nature the world would like to 
have Prof. Nordenskjold’s theory as to 
how it got to Greenland. Cosmical dust 
we suppose means dust of the universe; 
dust derived from all the other planets 
in our system, and perchance from stray 
comets and asteroids and things. It is 
somewhat unfortunate that Science 
should not yet have fully made up its 
mind as to the nature of the vehicle 
which tills the inter-planetary spaces, 
because, in the absence of anything 
more precise than a “working hypothe- 
sis,” it may be difl&cult to make it at all 
clear how the cosmical dust got 
there. Also, it is regretted that 

Science has not as yet for- 

mulated any definite teachings as to 
the constituent elements of any of the 
other planets in the cosmos. Spectrum 
analysis has rendered many specula- 
tions on this subject possible, but inas- 
much as the spectrum proves the exist- 
ence of much which it cannot reveal 
perceptibly, it cannot be said that it has 
brought us much nearer a solution of 
the problems to which it is applied. 
And because our knowledge of the exter- 
nal universe is thus far so fragmentary 
and indiscriminate, it is difiicult to see 
how it can be possible for Science to 
clear up the questions now addressed 
to it. 

Before we can say whether what 
Prof. Nordenk^jold has found in 
the interior of Greenland really 
is “cosmic dust,” it is nece.ssary to 
know what “cosmic dust” is. 
Of course it is not enough to demon- 
strate that this dust is unlike any found 
before upon this earth. The obvious 
answer to such an assertion* would be 
that the whole surface of this earth has 
not been explored, and notably that the 
interior of Greenland has never before 
been examined. Should it be found 
that the alleged “cosmic dust” corres- 
ponds in its structure to the matter of 
meteorites, the presumption that it 
came from inter-planetary space would 
be strengthened, but no demonstration 
would be made. The difficulty is that 
Science has no precedents to guide it in 
an inquiry of this kind, ana however 
hard it may be to believe that Green- 
land’s icy mountains are the receptacles 
of common dust, the fact that com- 
mon dust forms at least part of 
Prof. Nordenskj old's “kryokcAite” 

proves that it can make its way over 
those fields of snow and ice. — N, Y. 
Tribune.

eery the eye is attracted by an edge of 
colored paper hanging from each melf. 
The shelf paper, as it is called, has scal- 
loped edges, and is perforated in prettily 
arranged designs, making a lace-like 
appearance, 

“The business in shelf paper is only 
about ten years old,” a manufacturer 
said. “Then its edges were cut by a 
cutting machine, and the cost came to 
about one dollar and fifty cents per 
gross. By and by better machinery was 
used, and the price fell to forty cents 
per gross, and then I came in with labor- 
saving machinery and I further re<luced 
it to twenty cents. The paper used 
when the industry began to spread out 
was of good quality, and was called 
poster paper; now we use a peculiar 
kind made of wood pulp, and unless 
they can get some .cheaper material 
that kind of paper will never be less in 
price. We take that paper and run it 
through a stamping machine, which 
stamps out the design. The dies used 
in stamping are very costly, and the 
presses also. Here is one worth about 
three thousand dollars, including dies. 
The quantity of shelf paper sold is 
amazing. We ship it by the ton. I 
think that one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars’ worth is sold in a year. 

“Another branch of this business is 
stamping out stars, squares, etc., in 
pretty designs. Perhaps you think that 
these stars, which are so complicated 
and delicate, are stamped out by a die 
with the full design on it. That would 
be too expensive. I have a number of 

f irls to fold for me, and according as to 
ow it is folded so is the design. It is 
run through the press and stamped, and 
when it is taken out we unfold it and 
there is your pattern perfect. \Ve make 
designs to place dishes, vases, lamps, 
anything upon. And just now I have 
started making lambrequins and lace 
curtains of perforated paper. In time 
we will have as tine curtains as you 
would care to see, and when they are 
dirty just throw them away and get an- 
other pair. They cost less tlian a dol- 
lar, and they will be cheaper by and by. 
i W^e make perforated board also. Here 
I is the finest we make. It has about five 
I hundred holes to a square inch. From 
these we go up to large holes, only a 
dozen to an inch. W’e also stamp oil- 
cloth for shelves and wood, too.” — N. 
Y. Sun.
